Seeding  was  nirking  favorable  progress  in  the  countries  of 
Northern  Africa,  accc ruing  to  Brcomhall  Decer^ber  11. 

Harvesting  in  A-'gentina  and  jausoralia  is  proceeding  under 
favorable  conditions. 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  the  Pussian  Central  Statistical 
Coirmittee  of  winter  grain  acreage  (wheat  and  rye)  is  bO,bOO,000  acres, 
a  decrease  cf  £,2C0,CCO  acres  from  last  yoar,  accordi.ig  to  a  dispatch 
from  Liver-pool  to  the  McdeiTi  Miller. 


POPEIGN  AGPIC'JLTjPi^i  REVIEW  FOE  DECIKEER. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  fo-ar  from  the-  U'nit'^d  States  continue  to 
lag  behind  the  exports  of  last  year,  whereas  tni;  e:rports  from  Canada 
for  the  year  to  date  are  greater  than  last  year.    Fiussian  grain  is 
reaching  British  ports.    A  slight  improvemenL  is  reported  in  the  mar- 
ket situation  of  Germany  on  account  of  i.nprove.jer.t  in  the  stability 
of  currency.    Reports  received  diuring  the  iLon*-u  include  an  increase 
in  the  estiirate  of  zbe  wheat  crop  of  Italy,  an  estiniated  increase  of 
50  per  cent  in  the  corn  crop  cf  Puracnia  and  en  increase  of  55  per. cent 
in  the  flaxseed  crop  of  Argentina.    Winter  wheat  soedings  reported  to 
date  are  somewhat  short  of  the  seedings  reported  last  year  in  Canada 
a-nd  in  Rumrnia  as  well  as  in  the  Unitea  States, 
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FOREIGN  AG-SICULTQH/.L  F'SvIEW  iOP.  JDFCiiHEEH,  COiNfT'i). 

Tiie  reported  wheat  exports  from  the  United  States  in  December 
amo-onted  to  about  4,730,  COO  biishels  as  compared  with  9,700,000  bushels 
in  December,  1922.     The  first  shipz:«nt  of  Eussian  grain  to  reach  the 
United  Kingdom  since  the  war  arrived  during  the  month.     It  consisted 
of  20,000  bushels  of  v^rheat  and  25,000  bushels  of  barley.    Other  •ship- 
ments are  reported  on  the  v^ay.     In  general,  hO'A'ever,  Fussian  shipraents 
appear  to  be  below  estimates  made  early  in  the  season,  although  accut^ate 
figures  are  not  available.     'Ihe  latest  estimate  of  the  wheat  crop  of 
Italy  is  225,000,000  bushels.     This  is  63,000,000  bushels  more  than  the 
crop  of  1922,  and  larger  even  than  the  bumper  crop  of  1913.     This  means 
a  corresponding  reduction  in  Italy's  import  re^Luirements,  which  are  now 
estima  ted  at  not  more  than  5'-^,  000, 000  bushels.     The  Australian  wheat 
crop  for  I923-2U  is  now  estimated  at  120,000,000  Dushels  as  compared 
with  109,000,000  bushels  in  1322-23.     In  Bulgaria  only  50  per  cent  in- 
tended area  v^as  seeded  due  to  dry  weather  throughout  November .  The 
area  in  Rijmania  at  the  end  of  November  for  almost  the  entire  country 
was  3,315,000  acres  compared  with  i4-,Uo7,70C  acres  last  year. 

The  estimates  of  the  proauction  of  corn  in  the  12  co-antries  re- 
porting to  date  for  1923  amount  to  ^5d, 000, 000  bushels  as  compared  with 
367,000,000  bushels  for  the  same  countries  in  1922.     The  B-jmianian  corn 
crop  is  reported  to  be  17^,000,000  bushels  as  comparea  with  lib, 000, 000 
bushels  last  year.     This  Increase  in  the  corn  crop  of  Rumania  should 
provide  a  considerable  amoimt  for  export  to  other  countries,  in  compe- 
tition with  the  corn  of  Argentina  and  the  United  States. 

The  flaxseed  crop  of  Argentina  is  now  reported  to  be  76,000,000 
bushels  as  compared  with        000,000  bushels  in  1922.    Adaing  to  the 
iirgentine  estimate  for  1923  the  estimated,  crops  of  United  States,  Canada 
and  India  and  the  probable  production  of  at  least  6,000,000  bushels  in 
other  countries  gives  a  probable  total  world  production  of  127,000,000 
bushels,  as  compared  with  23,000,000  oushels  in  1922. 

Wheat  production  in  37  countries  reporting  for  1^23  is  3,^4-0^,000,000 
bushels  compared  with  3,052,000.000  bushels  for  the  same  countries  last 
year.     The  rye  production  of  2o  comtries  for  19^3  is  932,000,000  bush- 
els as  compared  wi.th  <^39,00O,OOO  Dt".shels  in  the  same  countries  in  1922. 
The  barley  production  of  32  couiitries  totals  1 , l2o, 000 , 000  bushels  as 
compared  v^/ith  9^3,000,000  biishels  last  year.     '2h.e  cats  production  of  2.S 
countries  amounts  to  3,530,000,000  bushele  as  ccmpc.red  with  3,142,000,000 
bushels  in  1922. 
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FOREIGN  AGRICULTUM  PE7IEW  lOR  DECaiBEP,  CONT'D. 

The  rice  crop  of  Ccchin-China  is  estimated  as  2,316,332  thousand 
po-onds  compared  with  2,07^,S!t9  thousaud  pomids  in  1922.  The  total  pro- 
duction for  all  Indo-China  in  1922  v;as  7,777,000  thousand  pouads.  Sice 
estimates  reported  to  date  for  lb  coimtries  is  Ul,70'^,977  thousana  lbs. 
for  1923  compared  v/ith  ^2,b^'^  ,llh  thousand  oo-up.ds  for  the  same  countries 
in  1922. 

Foreign  trade  in  Aruerican  perk  products,  according  to  the  latest 
a.vai  lahle  information,  continuea  heavy  d'oring  the  early  part  of  December. 
Prices  in  England,  however,  particularly  for  "bacon,  were  considerably 
depressed  by  plentiful  supplies  and  heavy  arrivals,  althougih  the  decline 
ceased  by  the  middle  of  the  month.     Geriaan  demand  was  much  improved  over 
that  of  previous  weeks  and  was  especially  active  in  the  case  of  lard  and 
bacon,  according  to  the  Ameri.ca.n  Agricultural  Comiai ssioner  in  Germany. 

The  early  part  of  December  marked  a  distinct  improvement  in  the 
German  market  for  foreign  agricultural  products.     Trading  has  been  done 
on  the  basis  of  foreign  currency  and  the  new  rentenmarks,  which  for  the 
time  being  at  lease  are  fairly  stable.     The  tendency  since  August  has 
been  toward  increased  imports  of  pork  products  particularly  those  of 
the  Un-i  ted  States,  while  grain  imports  have  steadily  declined.     It  seems 
to  be  easier  for  Germa.n  merchants  to  import  from  abroad  than  to  ouy  from 
German  farmers.     In  spite  of  a  greatly  increased  nuDnber  of  swine, 
slaughterings  -until  very  recently  have  been  low,  ai'..d  it  is  reported  that 
the  goverranent  is  contemplating  measures  which  will  force  the  peasants 
to  market  their  surplus  hogs.     Such  a  measure,  if  actually  enforced, 
would  materially  cut  down  the  demand  x"or  American  lard  and  bacon.  C-ur- 
rency  stabilization  will  encourage  farmers  to  sell  their  products  more 
freely. 


TRADE  NOTES. 

Exce  s 3  e::ports  of  vv'hsat .  i  nc luding  flour .  for  the  five  months 
ending  November,  1323,  amo-unted  to  'jh^OO  ,000  bushels  as  against 
121,000,000  o^ishels  in  1922,  a  decrease  of  35  P®3r  cent,  while  the  de- 
crease to  Eiorcpe  alone  was  96  P-r  cent.     The  leading  importing  coun- 
tries outside  of  Europe  took  more  ITnited  States  wheat  d-oring  the  five 
months  ending  November  30,  ^323,  than  in  1922,  tha  exports  to  China 
(including  Hongkong  and  Kwantung)  amounting  to  15,15^1  COO  bushels  in 
1923  as  compared  with  b,4-'i+0,0C0  bushels  in  1922,  an  increase  of  133 
per  cent.

While  exports  of  hums, 
lard,  condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  hops,  tobacco  and  fi-esh  ajpples  v/ere 
a  little  above  those  of  a  yea.r  ago,  n?ich  lighter  exports  of  grains, 
cotton  end  sugar  accouiit  for  the  heavy  decrease. 

SUPPLY  OF  mA'£  m  GREAT  BRITAIN  /-ND  ISELA^lD. 

The  United  Xingdoa  is  the  world's  greatest  meat  importing  na.tion, 
yet  in  the  decade  preceding  the  war  produced  nearly  sixty  per  cen"C  of 
her  total  meat  supplies.    Lonestic  productioii  has  represented  about  5C 
per  cent  of  total  supplies  d'oring  'che  past  four  years,  and  is  increasing. 

Per  capita  consuiz-p-cion  of  meat  v/as  decreasing  before  the  war. 
The  most  rapid  decrease,  ho'.vever,  occurred  from  1913  to  1921.  Consumption 
is  still  below  xCTe -v.'.a,r  figures  although  it  is  now  increasing.  Popula- 
tion of  the  United  Kingdom  is  growing  faster  than  the  meat  supply. 

Beef  and  veal  constitute  about  i^S  jer  cent  of  *-he  total  meat 
supply  in  the  United  Kingaom.    iib out  30  per  cent  of  the  supply  is  pig- 
meat,  and  practically  all  of  the  balance,   22  per  cent,  is  mutton  and 
lamb . 

Numbers  of  cattle  and  hogs  in  1922  and  1923  have  increased  over 
1513,  in  most  of  the  United  Iljngdom  sources  of  supply,   out  there  has 
been  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  n'ccrber  of  sheep  in  countries  export- 
ing mut"con  and  lamb. 

Prices  of  pork  -^n  England  show  an  upward  trend  from  19OO  to  1922; 
and  mutton  prices  have  been  slightly  downward.

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MEAT  SUPPLIES  IN  G-HSAT  BEI'^AIK  AirvD  IB^LAffi . 

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  world' s  greatest  meat  importing  nation, 
yet  in  the  decade  or  more  preceding  the  war  prod-aced  nearly  sixty  per 
cent  of  her  total  mee„t  supplies.    Domestic  product  ion,  however,  v;as 
fully  maintained,  hoth  absolutely  and  relatively,  dvuring  that  period. 
The  situation  changed  to  only  a  small  extent  during  the  first  three  years 
of  the  war,  hut  in  1918  and  1919  large  decreases  in  home  production  of 
meat  took  place.    Domestic  supplies  are  still  considerably  below  pre- 
war figures,  although  they  are  increasing.     Imports  of  meat  since  the 
war  have  been  larger  than  ever  before.     Total  supplies  of  both  home  pro- 
duced and  imported  meats  in  1922  were  equal  to  pre-war  supplies. 

Per  capita  cons-umpticn,  on  the  other  hand,  was  very  clearly  de- 
creasing in  the  years  before  the  war.     The  trend  of  consumption  was  not 
noticeably  affected  during  the  early  years  of  the  war,  but  from  1913  to 
1921  it  fell  off  rapidly,  and  is  still  much  below  pre-war  levels,  al- 
though rising.     The  decreases  noted  are  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the 
fact  that  increases  in  the  population  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  have 
not  been  accompanied  either  by  corresponding  increases  in  domestic  flocks 
and  herds  or  in  imports  of  meat  from  foreign  countries. 

Other  significant  trends  are  apparent,  moreover  in  the  production, 
importation  and  consumption  of  different  kinds  of  meats.

Heme  prod-action  was  prac- 
tically level  in  the  decade  or  more  before  the  war,  but  iL^portati on,  and  con- 
sequently, per  capita  supplies,  were  declining  quite  rapidly.    During  the  war, 
importations  rose  to  a  high  point,  and  ho'^e  pioduction  began  to  decline,  reach- 
ing a  low  level  in  1919  and  I92O.     In  1922  domestic  supplies  ^.vere  again  normal, 
and  importations  were  also  back  to  a  pre-v;ar  f igura  . 

The  bearing  01  prices  upon  pigmeat  consume tica  is  indicated  by  the  fact 
that  the  trend  of  pork  prices  during  the  twenty-two  year  period  under  review, 
has  been  distinctly  upward.

Total  supplies  of  mutton  and  lair.b  h^ve  been  increa.sing  at  practically 
the  same  rat'j  as  supplies  of  teef  and  the  trend  of  per  capita  constimption  has 
been  downv/ard  only  to  a  small' degree  for  the  past  tweiity-t'.vo  years.     In  the 
period  "before  the  vvar,  the  trend  of  "Doth  supplies  and  per  capita  consumption 
was  distinctly  upvard.     The  increased  use  of  mutton  and  la.mb  at  that  time  was 
largely  at  the  er.pense  of  pigneat.     The  increase  in  supplies  came  from  both 
domestic  and  foreign  sources,  but  chiefly  from  abroad.     From  shortly  oefore 
the  wax  till  1920  in  the  case  of  imported  meet  and  1921  in  the  case  of  home 
produced,  supplies  of  mutton  ana  lamb  decreased  ste-adlly.     In  1920,  hovvever, 
imports  increased  nearly  lUo  per  cent  ever  the  previous  year,  and  consiomption 
of  this  kind  of  meat  in  1922  had  again  reached  a  fig-u-e  ecjaal  to  -chose  of  pre- 
war year  s . 

The  trend  of  miitton  prices  during  the  period  londer  review  has  'been 
slightly  downward.     This  fact  undoubtedly  has  considerable  bearing  upon  the 
trend  of  consumption.
